After  the  field  has  been  so  often  gone  over  to  form  Camps,  it  seems  im- 
possible to  believe  that  there  are  yet  sections  of  the  countiy  where  there  are  left 
enough  Confederates  to  organize  a  Camp  of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans. 
Yet  such  is  the  case,  and  during  the  interval  since  our  last  Reunion  twenty -five 
charters  have  been  issued  as  follows:  Georgia  (leading,  as  on  the  occasion  when 
I  made  my  last  Report),  8;  Texas,  5;  Oklahoma,  3;  Mississippi,  Florida  and 
Arkansas,  each,  2;    North  Carolina,  Tennesse  and  Missouri,  each  1. 

While  there  are  a  number  of  Camps  which  have  died  from  simple  lack  of 
material  to  keep  »hem  alive,  others  in  a  dormant  state  have  been  revived,  and 
there  is  to  be  noted  only  a  slight  decrease  in  the  total  now  on  the  Roster,  as 
will  be  seen  from  the  lollowing  table:'
